Finkley, age’ 39,-is-a white 
male. He is approximately 5 feet 
7 inches tall, weighs 135 pounds 
and has grey eyes with short 
brown hair, Officials said he was 
last seen wearing a red, white 
and black hooded shirt, blue 
jeans and house slippers.

Cole said the pickup day did 
not matter to him as long as 
Arrow picks up the garbage 
consistently. 

According to the current con- 
tractual agreement, Arrow picks 
up the household garbage once a 
week on Tuesday in the Town of 
New Brockton.

He 
said he was against changing 
and felt like the pickup day 
should remain on Tuesday. 


“I’m not for changing it to

years after paralyzing football accident 


While in high — school, 
Shandez Daniels developed a 
career as an athletic standout at 
Elba High School in various 
sports, especially basketball. 

During ~ his 
senior year, the 
1995-96 school 
term, Daniels 
chose to become |” 
an Elba Tiger |” 
football player, 
and throughout 
the season, he 
enjoyed — much 
success on the 
gridiron. 

As the season 
neared its end, 
the Elba Tigers 
already had 
secured a spot in 
the state playoffs and were [oaks 
ing forward to: closing out the 
regular season with the annual 
Homecoming game, Friday, 
Noy, 3, 1995, It turned out to be 
another win for the Tigers that 
night; however, one tragic play 
overshadowed it all. 

While trying to make a tackle 
during a kickoff return, Shandez 
Daniels suffered an injury that

left him paralyzed from the neck 
down. ; 

Daniels was rushed’ to 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan that 
night for emergency surgery. He 
j per spent nearly a 
et me month there 
before being 
transferred to 
Shepherd 
Center in 
Atlanta, Ga, 
Where he°spent 
Christmas, his 
birthday and 
New Year's 
Day... It was 
nearly two 
months after the 
accident before 
Daniels 
returned home. 

A tribute in the Elba High 
School yearbook, the 1996 
Elbala, best described. this 
young man and his unfortunate 
situation: 

“Despite his injury, Shandez 
maintained the attitude and per- 
sonality he always had, Shandez 
realized that it was the support 
of others and the grace of God 
that helped him adjust to his 
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injury. Everyone from EHS 
truly missed “Shank”, and kept 
him in their prayers. Shandez 
kept hope of full recovery on his 
mind and learned to overcome 
the accident “One Day At A 
Time,” 

Nine years, one month and 24 
days after his accident, Shandez 
Daniels died at the young age of 
26. He was being treated at 
Flowers Hospital in Dothan for 
an illness when he passed away 
Monday, Dec. 27, 2004. 

Funeral services were held 
Monday, Jan. 3, at the Rocky 
Head Missionary Baptist 
Church, and Daniels was ‘buried 
at the Evergreen Cemetery in 
Elba. 

Although the tragic accident 
changed Daniels life forever, 
there was always one constant 
to-him...he never seemed to lose 
his .positive attitude, For those 
who knew him, that most likely 
will be an everlasting attribute 
of Shandez.

Hints on growing Herbs in small containers | CONTAINER 
GARDENING 


Growing Herbs in Containers 
There are several excellent rea- 
sons to grow herbs in contain- 
ers. Some herbs such as mints, 
oregano, comfrey, and horsetail 
can be invasive in the garden 
and are easier to control in pots. 
In many areas of Alabama, 
chalky soils with a high pH 
make herbs. difficult, it not 
impossible, to grow. Pots can be 
placed in convenient locations 
close to the kitchen and can be 
easily sheltered in winter, 
Container grown herbs can be 
quite beautiful and make attrac- 
tive accent pieces in gardens 
and entrance ways. and on 
porches and balconies. 


Containers 

Containers may be made of clay, 
wood, plastic, metal, or 
other materials. They 
should be large enough 
to support fully grown 
herbs, have plenty of 
holes in the bottom for 
adequate drainage, and 
neyer have held products 
that would be toxic to 
people or plants. 
Remember that drainage 
can be hindered when the con- 
tainer is set on a solid flat sur- 
face. Raising the container an 
inch off the surface ‘will help 
maintain drainage. 


Planting Medium 

A good planting medium for 
containers will provide rapid 
drainage yet have: sufficient 
water retention to keep the:root 
zone uniformly moist. ‘Soil- 
less” potting mixes work best 
and can be purchased from gar- 
den centers.’ Coarse-textured 
media will drain better and are 
easier to water than fine-tex- 
tured media. Occasionally, these 
mixés are so light that contain- 
ers and plants are blown over by 
strong winds. Place a layer of 
gravel or broken clay pots in the 
bottom of the container’ to 
ncrease its weight, 


‘Sunlight Requirements” ~~~ 


Most herbs require full sun (at 
least 6 hours of direct sunlight a 
day) and will not thrive with 
less. Many homes do not get 
enough sunlight for herbs. 
Supplemental light may be 
required. Even a south-facing 
window receives less sun than 
most full-sun gardens. Often 
patios and balconies are shaded 
for a large part of the day and 
most herbs will not thrive under 
these conditions. The beauty of 
container grown herbs is that 
they can be. grown in an area 
that receives sunlight but also 
may be moved temporarily for 
convenience when you need to 
use them. 


Watering 
How often you water your con- 
tainers depends 
on. the ~ herbs 


planted, the 
pot, and the 
weather. . Pots 
can dry out 
quickly in the heat 
of summer and will 
probably need to 
be watered every 

day. When it is cool- 
er in the spring and fall, you 
may not need to water as often. 


Fertilizing 
All container plants need to be 
fertilized. Constant watering 


~ leaches nutrients out of the soil. 


Soluble fertilizers are. conven- 


ient and should be used accord-, . 


ing to the instructions on the” 
label. Slow release fertilizers are 
formulated for constant feeding 
based on soil temperatures over 
a period. of months. Because 
container-grown. herbs get’ hot- 
ter and require more watering, 
fertilizers may be-used more fre- 
quently than indicated. If under 
fertilized, most herbs stop grow- 
ing, fail to flower, and lose their 
leaves. 


Growing Life 

Many herbs which are annuals 
or are commonly treated as 
annuals will look attractive in 


fertilizer after harvest.

and thyme can thrive in contain- 
ers for several years. You can 
bring your herbs into house in 
the fall.

Best time 


The end of February and early 
March are usually the best times 
to prune fruit trees in this area. 
If you want to have good yields 
and high quality fruit, you need 
to take the necessary time to do 
a good job of pruning your fruit 
trees. These include apples, 
peaches, plums; pecans, blue- 
berries, scuppernongs — and 
blackberries. There is a real art 
to pruning your fruit trees: The 
first step is to understand your 
tree’s fruiting habit so you will 
know which branches to cut, 
Every fruit tree species requires 
a little bit different method of 
pruning, making it’ difficult to 
discuss in. one article, So take 
some time to study your particu- 
lar fruit trees if you do not 
already know. Pruning helps to 
reduce disease, improves. the 
plant's vigor, influences flower- 
ing, fruiting and the size and 
quality of the fruit. If your fruit 
trees have not been producing 
well, lack of a good pruning 
could be the culprit. 

Fertilizing Fruit Trees 

February. is a good time to fer- 
tilize fruit trees. Applying fertil- 
izer now. allows time for the 
roots of the trees to take up 
those nutrients and move them 
on into the trunks and limbs 
before” new shoot. growth 
appears.. Most trees put their 
major growth on during the first 
few. months of spring. Most 
fruits require a second applica- 
tion of fertilizer (mostly 
Nitrogen) about six weeks from 
the first application. Peaches, 
plums and especially strawber- 
ries will need an application of

Wintertime control of rats and mice 


Many types of rodents. may 
cause problems in home set- 
tings. Squirrels, flying squir- 
rels, and chipmunks may 
become a nuisance from time to 
time, but the most troublesome 
and potentially harmful are rats 
and mice, In the winter, these 
rodents try to move in and help 
you enjoy the holidays. 

Norway rats, roof rats, and 
house mice are “commensal” 
rodents; ‘that is, they live in 
close association with humans. 
Rats and mice may cause harm 
by transmitting — disease, 
destroying property, and biting, 

Two specieof rats are the 
most frequent offenders. 
Neither the Norway rat (Rattuts 
norvegicus) nor the roof rat 


(Rattus rattus) —. are 
native..to. North 
America, They 


both arrived on 
boats from 
Europe — along 
with the early 
settlers, While 
these introduc- 
tions were not 
intentional, 
Norway rats and 
roof rats have estab- 
lished themselves as permanent 
residents, 

Although Norway rats ci 
climb, they. tend to inhabit the 
lower floors of multi-story 
buildings. In general, Norway 
rats are troublesome close to 
the ground, while roof rats 
inhabit the rafters. 

Rats are usually nocturnal; 
however, as population densi- 
ties increase they may be seen 
during daylight hours. They 
have an excellent sense of 
smell, taste, and touch, 

Like Norway rats and roof 
rats, the house mouse is not 
native to North America; it, too, 
arrived with the European set- 
tlers, House mice usually weigh 
less than | Ounce and are gray- 
ish-brown in color, They are 
masters af gaining access to 
buildings and will chew, gnaw, 
climb, or swim to reach their 
destination, 4 

House mice are primarily 
nocturnal. However, unlike 
Norway rats and roof rals, see- 


does not necessarily indicate a 
high population. 

House mice will eat just 
about anything, but they prefer 
grains and seeds. However, 
they eagerly consume foods 
high in fat, protein, or sugar. 
One characteristic that distin- 
guishes them from Norway rats 
and roof rats is their ability to 
survive with little or no free 
water. They get the water they 
need from the foods they eat. 

Effective rodent control 
involves exclusion, - sanitation, 
and chemical control. 


Wherever possible, buildings 
must be made rodent-proof. 
Rats and mice can climb wires, 
cables, vines, and trees to enter 
a house. 


They can climb the 
exterior siding 
of structures 
made of 
rough 


wood, 
concrete, 
or rough sheet 
metal. Rats 
may crawl 


along pipes up to 
3 inches in diameter, The front 


teeth of rodents are not 
designed for gnawing hard, flat 
surfacés. However, if the sur- 
face is rough or has an edge to 
it, they can gnaw through most 
materials. 

Rats have been known to 
gain entry into a_ structure 
through holes as small as 1/2 
inch. Mice can enter through 
openings of 14 inch. Blocking 
possible entrance holes with 
secured sheet metal can help 
control rodent access to a build- 
ing. Sheet metal cones 

or guards on pipes and cables 
may help prevent rats and mice 
from crawling or climbing to 
gain entry, Rat and mouse con- 
trol is best achieved by combin- 
ing exclusion techniques with a 
strong program of sanitation 

Most baits are anticoagulants 
with a cumulative toxic effect. 
Death occurs about 4 or 5 days 
after the rodent first eats the 


Shyness and are among the 
safest rodenticides. Because 
they act slowly, anticoagulant 
baits may serve as their own 
prebait. 

Anticoagulants kill — by 
inhibiting the clotting ability of 
the blood, so the animal dies of 
internal bleeding. Mice are gen- 
erally less susceptible to antico- 
agulant baits than are rats. 

Place rodenticides in bait sta- 
tions to increase their effective- 
ness and safety, Bait stations 
protect bait from moisture, 
dust, and weather; provide a 
protected place for rodents to 
feed, allowing them to feel 
more secure; keep people, chil- 
dren and nontarget animals 
away from bait; and help pre- 
vent accidental spilling of bait. 
In addition, bait: stations allow 
easy inspection of bait to deter- 
mine use. 

Traps are the best method of 
rodent” control where poisons 
aré unwanted or inadvisable. 
Common snap traps, glue 
boards, and live traps may all 
be effective if rat numbers are 
low. For roof rats, the traps 
should be 

placed along beams, rafters, 
or other travel ways. For 
Norway rats and house mice, 
traps should he placed under 
cabinets or next to a wall, 

Traps may he baited with a 
variety of food items; peanut 
butter makes a good bait that 
adheres to the trap trigger. 

Controlling rats and mice in 
buildings involves a combina- 
tion of exclusion, sanitation, 
and wise use of rodenticides, 
Wherever possible, rodents 
should be excluded by blocking 
or sealing all areas where they 
may enter the building. A judi- 
cious program of sanitation will 
help control rat populations 
before they increase. 

Rodenticides may be used_ to 
bring problem rat populations 
into check. 

However, poisons alone will 
not provide long-ierm relief 
from rat infestations. 
Rodenticides must be used 
along with exclusion and sani- 
tation efforts. Trapping may be 
effective where ral or mouse 


not survive until spring and few 
will thrive at low indoor light 
levels, you can continue to har- 
vest leaves until you use them 
up. Then discard the roots and 
stems and make plans for next 
year’s containers. 


One of the most versatile 
and creative forms of garden- 
ing is container gardening. 
Some reasons for’ container 
gardening are: 


to prune fruit trees 


gives the plant a chance to 
regain its strength after carrying 
a heavy fruit load. 

Pecan trees are a little unique 
in that they need Zinc. An easy 
way to apply that is to buy a 
pecan special fertilizer with 
Zinc ‘already in it, or adding 
Zinc Sulfate. Zinc can be sup- 
plied by adding 8 pounds of 
Zinc Sulfate per full- 
grown tree every 5 
years. Here is:a list 
of general yearly 
fertilizer recom- 
mendations.

Blackberries - 2 quarts of 8-

tions. The second application of 
fertilizer should be made 
approximately six weeks from 
the first. It.is helpful to know 
that a 15 oz. Pea can hold close 
to one pound of fertilizer and a 3 
lb. coffee can holds 7 pounds of 
fertilizer, 


Benefits of broiler litter 


Any producer considering 
using broiler litter should gather 
as much information as possible 
before making the final deci- 
sion. Using broiler litter as a fer- 
tilizer-requires' careful “applica- 
tion and thoughtful’ planning. 
Researchers at Auburn are 
exploring many questions relat- 
ed to the use of broiler litter, but 
much information is still to be 
determined, 

What is the value of poultry 
litter as a fertilizer? 

Broiler litter generally con- 
tains about 3 to 4 percent N, 2 to 
3 percent P2O5, and 2 percent 
K20 on an “as sampled" basis. 
Potash is relatively low so needs 
to be supplemented with a prod- 
uct such as muriate of Potash. 
However, the concentration of 
nutrients in litter varies. greatly 
ffom one poultry operation. to 
another, so farmers should test 
the litter to determine its true 
nutrient yalue before applying 
it 

A survey of 106 samples of 
broiler litter from twenty differ- 
ent counties found that broiler 
litter varied from 1.8 to 4.8 per- 
cent N, Similarly, phosphorus 
(P), potassium (K), calcium 
(Ca), magnesium (Mg), copper 
(Cu), sulfur (S), iron (Fe), man- 
ganese (Mn), zinc (Zn), and 
boron (B) varied tremendously 
among different litter sources. 
Does poultry litter offer bene- 
fits other than the fertility 
value? 

Applying litter to the land will 
increase soil organic matter over 
time. Increased organic matter is 
very desirable, mainly because 
it increases the water-holding 
capacity of the soil. Increased 
organic matter also improves 
soil tilth. 

Will nutrients in litter carry 
over t another year ? 

All of the phosphorus and 
micronutrients and most of the 
potash (K20) not used by the 
crop will carry over because 
these nutrients are held by the 
soil. Some of the N is tied up in 
soil organic matter if it is not 
taken up by the crop or leached 
‘deep into the soil. Organic N is 
slowly released as the organic 
matter mineralizes, About 10 
percent of the total N is carried 
over into the third year, 
Therefore, second- and third- 
year applications to the same 
land can be reduced. 

Exactly how much N remains 
in the soil for crop growth the 
second year is difficult to deter- 
mine. It is affected by the 
amount applied, rainfall, tem- 
perature, soil aeration, crop 
removal, and ‘Twany other fac- 


data suggests that second-year 
application to the same crop 
could be reduced to three- 
fourths of the first year's appli- 
cation rate. ny 
-When should J sample litter to 
determine the fertility value? 

The litter should be sampled 
to determine nutrient content as 
close as possible to the time of 
application to allow for nutrient 
losses during storage. It is 
important to take a thoroughly 
representative sample and to 
avoid sampling only the outer 
portion of the litter. 

What is the best way to store 
litter before land application? 

Litter should be dry-stacked 
and covered to minimize nutri- 
ent losses. Nitrogen losses not 
only lower the fertility value of 
the litter, but they can also be an 
environmental hazard, 

When should I apply poultry 
litter? 

Apply litter as closely as pos- 
sible to planting to minimize N 
losses. Do not apply litter in the 
fall for spring-seeded crops. 
Some of the N in litter applied in 
the fall will be lost through 
leaching and denitrification, so 
you will not have any idea how 
much N remains for crop usage. 
Apply litter to pastures as close- 
ly as possible to the time of 
maximum growth. 

Should I incorporate litter 
into the soil? 

Incorporating litter into the 
soil results in less N loss. This, 
however, would not work for 
pastures. Applying litter to the 
soil surface without incorpora- 
tion is necessary and acceptable 
in conservation tillage systems 
or permanent pastures or when 
additional litter is applied mid- 
season to provide N when crop 
needs are highest, However, as 
much as 22 percent of the total 
N could be lost within 7 days 
after spreading, if the weather is 
hot and dry and the manure is 
not incorporated, 

Will I increase weed pressure 
by applying poultry litter? 

Weed ratings on plots where 
litter has been applied have not 
been different from ratings on 
plots where commercial fertiliz- 
ers are used. There is no indica- 
tion that weed seed are intro- 
duced through poultry litter. 
However, improved soil fertility 
conditions, particularly ammo- 
nium nitrogen and high phos- 
phorous, encourage some weed 
seed already present in the soil 
(such as pigweed and spiny 
amaranth) {0 germinate and 
grow, These weeds will become 
particularly noticeable in pas- 
tures where desirable forage 


Your backyard or traditional 
gardening space is limited or 
unavailable. 

Your time for gardening is 
limited, 

Your mobility is limited to 
working in raised beds or con- 
tainers. 

Your gardening site is 
unsuitable for growing the 
plants you want to grow 
because of poor drainage, soil 
conditions, or too much shade 
or sun. 

The biggest disadvantages 
to growing plants in contain- 
ers are the maintenance. 
requirements of watering and 
fertilizing. 


Choosing A Container 

The container must have a 
hole for adequate drainage. 

The container must be large 
enough to hold the minimum 
amount of soil required for 
mature plants to grow in. 

The type of container used 
depends on the location and 
the plant selected. 

Avoid using black contain- 
ers in full sun. 

Remember that terra cotta 
and other porous containers 
wick water away from plants. 

Consider whether the plant 
will do well in a windy site. 

Decide whether the contain- 
er needs to be attractive (in’a 
place of high visibility). 

Remember to. coordinate 
container color. with plant 
materials; Containers can be 
painted to create a different 
look or to create a cooler sur- 
face that will reflect heat. 

Consider whether you may 
want to move the container to 
a different location. If so, keep 
in mind the weight factor. 
Styrofoam peanuts can be 
used in the bottom of the con- 
tainer rather than filling it 
fully with soil mix. Also, the 
new Eurocast planters are 
lightweight and decorative. 


Vegetables 

Most vegetables are grown 
in a particular season of the 
year and therefore make 
excellent container garden 
plants.

The most critical and time- 
consuming part of maintaining 
container gardens is watering.

Mature plants 
may have to be watered once 
or twice a day during the hot 
days of summer, 

Containers can also be

changes in their lives, Yet, only 
10 percent of Americans strictly 
stick to their resolutions, while 
another 24 percent do 80 occa- 
sionally, This means that 66 
percent of us don't keep our res- 
olutions at all. 

You may already know that 
there is an epidemic of obesity 
in the United States. Over 60 
percent of adults and 16 percent 
of our children are either over- 
weight or obese, Eating right 
and being physically active are 
vital to promoting health and 
reducing the risk for death or 
disability due to chronic dis- 
eases such as heart disease, cer- 
tain cancers, diabetes, stroke, 
and osteoporosis, 

Adopting a healthier lifestyle 
involves healthy eating and 
physical activity in a series of 
small attainable steps. It may 
not be the easiest thing to do,

USDA'S National Agriculture Statistics Service : 
conducting survey of sheep and goat producers 


USDA’a National Agriculture 
Statistics Service (NASS) will 
be conducting a survey of sheep 
and goat producers Nationwide 
beginning late December. and 
continuing through  mid- 
January. The Alabama 
Statistical Office, a field office 
of Nass, will be coordinating the 
survey in Alabama. 

This will be the first survey to 
capture goat statistics on an, 
annual basis, Every. five, years: 
the Census of Agriculture col- 
lects inventory numbers and 
sales of goats along with many 
other livestock and crop statis- 
tics. According to the 2002 
Census, Alabama goatinventory 
numbers increased dramatically 
since the previous census was 
taken inp 1997. From. 1997 to 
2002, the number of goats on 
farms increased 44 percent to 
over 50,000 head statewide. The 
number of goats sold during the 
same period increased 56 per- 
cent. Total sales of sheep, goats, 
and products in Alabama was 


over $1.5 million in 2002, 
according to the census. 

Perry Mobley, Director of the 
Alabama Farmer's Federation 
Sheep and Meat Goat Division, 
encourages all producers to 
cooperate on the survey. “This is 
a golden opportunity for goat 
and sheep producers to arrive at 
a more accurate assessment of 
the te of their industries on 
the state's | and nation’ $ 
dc i¥ deuld mesma 
great dedl*to the Sheep and goat 
industries in the future in terms 
of available research dollars and 
federal programs. I encourage 
all sheep and goat producers to 
take part in the survey.” 

Herb Vanderberry, Director of 
the Alabama Statistics Office, 
stated that current and accurate 
numbers on the goat industry 
are vital for producers and the 
organizations that represent 
them, “We have seen a huge 
increase in goat numbers in 
Alabama over the past 10 years, 
However, with the size and 


scope of the industry today, pro- 
ducer organizations, university 
specialists, elected officials and 
many others are interested in 
current, more detailed informa- 
tion. This survey will establish 
an annual series of basic infor- 
mation on goats, as well as 
sheep, in Alabama and the U.S,” 

A sample of 355 sheep and 
goat producers in Alabama will 
be mailed the’ survey on

The U.S Department of 
Homeland Security’s Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) today advised 
Alabama officials that it had 
granted the state's request to 
extend the registration deadline 
an additional 60 days, The new 
deadline for applying for indi- 
vidual assistance is March 3, 
2005. 

“We've alreadygsgad more 
than 157,000 disastér survivors 
register for assistance,” said 
Bruce Baughman, Director of 
the Alabama Emergency 
Management Agency and state 
coordinating officer for the dis- 
aster recovery effort, "It was 
clear from the number of callers 
that we needed to keep the reg- 
istration period open if we were 


going to reach all the people 
who need help.” 

“We hope the extra time will 
ensure everyone who resides or 
works in a disaster area will get 
the federal and state assistance 
they need to rebuild their lives,” 
said FEMA's Federal 
Coordinating Officer Tony 
Russell.

Authorities continue to search , 


for the person(s) responsible for 
two separate acts of vandalism 
that occurred either sometime 
late Thursday night, Jan. 6, or 
early Friday morning, Jan, 7, in 
northern Coffee County.

Group addresses Elba City Council 
Some residents of Beaver Dam Trailer 


Park upset over letter sent by city

The Elba City Council was 
met by aroom full of upset citi- 
zens Monday evening as they 
convened for their first official 
meeting of 2005. 

A group of residents from the 
Beaver Dam Trailer Park were 
present and demanding answers 
and relief. 

Each of these residents had 
received a registered letter from 
the city notifying them that Elba 
had, purchased the land and 
instructing them to mové their 
mobile homes by April Ist, The 
letters were received on 
Christmas Eve by most resi- 
dents, which further upset them. 

Bufus Tillis, who was 
spokesperson for the residents, 
asked “What is going on? We 
are in the dark about this,” 

He noted that no one had dis- 
cussed this with him, nor any of 
the other residents. All they 
knew was what they had read in 
the newspaper around 
Thanksgiving about the city 
planning to purchase the proper- 


ty. 

Mayor James Grimes 
explained that the city had pur- 
chased the land and each of the 
trailer owners had been sent a 
letter, Grimes explained it was a 
safety matter, and the FAA was 
refusing to certify the Elba air- 
port until those mobile homes 
were moved, 

Tillis said, “We all knew the 
airport was there before we 
moved our mobile homes in 
there, Our families can't sue the 
city if something happened to us 
because we knew it was there 


He continued with comments 
that these people here (park res- 
idents) are human and have a 
soul. Those airplanes are metal 
and go to the scrap pile when 
unusable. He voiced an opinion 
that only about a dozen flights a 
week went in and out of the Elba 
airport, hardly enough to justify 
disrupting all these homeown- 
ers. 
Mr. Tillis also suggested the 
city help these mobile home 
owners with the expense of 
moving, a8 most were living 
there because they don’t have 
the income to live in the 80 and 
90 thousand dollar homes, It 
was estimated that the cost of 
moving these mobile homes to

“Much to our dismay and dis- 


_ gust, a vandal set fire to one of 


our bridges last Thursday night 
or early Friday morning,” coun- 
ty engineer Randy Tindell said 
Monday morning, Jan. 10, dur- 
ing the regular bimonthly meet- 
ing of the Coffee County 
Commission. “It's sad when we 
have fighting and insurgency 
across the world and we have 
this type activity in our own 
backyard.” ; 

He said the one-lane, five- 
span timber bridge was 85 feet 
long and 16 feet wide. The road 
is now closed because the 
bridge was completely 
destroyed by the fire. 

Tindell said there are no resi- 
dences on that particular road, 
but it is highly traveled by sur- 
rounding residents. ; 

“The taxpayers of Coffee 
County will have to pay for the 
replacement of this bridge,” he 
said. 

According to Tindell, the esti- 
mated cost of rebuilding the 
bridge will be $40-50,000. He 
said the worst part is that the 
county just recently completed a 
project on the bridge where 
approximately $3,000 was spent 
in replacing rotten timber on the 
bridge. 

Tindell said he thinks an inci-

Commission hears update on County Road 400 project

County engineer Randy 
Tindell told Coffee County 
Commissioners Monday morn- 
ing, Jan. 10, that rain is the vil- 
lain holding up progress on the 
County Road 400 reconstruction 
project. 


Tindell said the contractor for 
this project already has experi- 
enced several problems due to 
rain, and it looks like rain is 
going to continue to wreak 
havoc in the next few weeks. 

He said the base and subbase 
for the road became saturated 
with water at one point, and the

contractor had to wait for it to 
dry out. 

Tindell added that the con- 
tractor took necessary precau- 
tions on Friday to prevent fur- 
ther saturation delays as rain 
was predicted over the weekend.
